1 . ABCAFKLUA hu refused to be transferred to Parle (oo# details 
b^ov). It 1* therefore MB* a otreng reooomndotion that ABCAFSXJBA b* 
transferred to Athana. ABCAfKT.UA MW* to bo anployed Id Athena tiiare 
he knmm he on bo prodnotlro and bo faala ho personally can effoot a 
transfer and obtain pernenent roaldonoo In view of hi* Greek govarnmhtal 
and ttaaroh eont—t*. 

2. A* of 21 Borah 1958, the data when transfer fron Noaloh was 
broadMd to ABOAIEUBA (ooo BMA-32716, 9 April 1958, Attaahmnt B), AB- 
CAPBLDCA'a operational beharlor and aotMUos have not boon equal to 
m. noxml porforaonao. Bo baa oontlnnad reporting hot with a leak of 
oilliuliia and thoroughness «*«<■*» ho attributed to thN|lrta regarding 
hie future tranafer. He' waa told to try to forgot about thought* of 
transfer alnao ho will bo nplofad oa heretofore until othands* notified. 
Borortholoao, oerorel time be aakod If there waa any word r eg a r d i ng hla 
tranafer, atatlng tho raaaon for hla Query waa that ho proaunod that the 
AZS worked on a flaoal year baalo and that the flaoal year waa tea to end 
ahortly. The laat tin* ABCAPSUKA again brought up title subject waa oa 
28 July 1958 when be appeared to be eoaewhat oonoomod and agitated. 

3 . Tbere lo no doubt that ABCAPELHA does not wlah to bo tranaf erred 
to Paris. Hla oar 11 or tonwoti, ousted In Attootimnt H to BMA-32716, now 
oan b* Interpreted as his gentle that wo would not aond hla anyteere mt- 
sld* of Ooxmny and that If tranafer to Faria booo no a reality he would 
find ways of backing out. Bo explained the following! 

a. Ba la ""■Hinng to lose hla status In the VBBBBP as a "stato- 
lasa foreigner* unlaa* ho oan obtain permnent realdanaa In another oountry 
and. In rlow of hla status, the Fxenoh authorities probably will not accept 
hin for pormnont roaldonoo. For aoeurlty reasons, h# wlahee to avoid re- 
turning annually to tho FKC 6 EP to renew hla roaldonoo permit and.ultlaate 
return to tho g unwg p on oonplotlon of a tour of duty In Franco for KUBAHK. 
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b. Be fee Is he will encounter too many difficulties In torus 
of securing s rise to Prince and s permit for employment and feels he 
will fall to obtain any satisfactory cover cmploymmit in Prance unJesa 
KQBABK obtains It for him. (His Idea of a cover In Prance Is to obtain 
recognition as a research nan with the Shevchenko Sooletp In Sarcalles. 
He saps he la willing to write to Volodrairr KUBIYWYCH but' Is certain 
of reeelvlxv a negative reply since he heard that there is a great deal 
of personal bickering aaoag the Society's personnel who will be jealous 
If the Society even begins to entertain thoughts of employing a till 
another researcher.) He la uncertain If he can esta b lis h an arrangement 
with the Society to set up a guarantee with the Preach authorities re- 
garding his source of Income (most. If not all, of which will too paid by 
KUBARK) and his expenses. He el lal nates the Greek Orthodox Church and 
WOC (World Council of Qaarchea) am other possible cover e^>loynent for 
France. Reasons 1 


1) It would be too difficult to break Into the existing 
Orthodox Churches and It would make him suspicious to try to organise 
hie denomination; 

2) WOC la a very small entity In Prance and he would not 
be able to obtain a slot. 


4. ABCAFELDt/l 1 * other preferenoce (as described In SOMA-32716) re* 
main the same and If pressed to transfer hs prefers to go to Greece where 
he would have no administrative or cover problems. He mentioned he has a 
number of oen tacts In Greek governmental and church circles. Hie first 
preference Is to remain in the FKUBKP. The tangible losses he will Ineurr 
In the event of transfer from West Germany Include (a) loss of hls legal- 
ised employment status with WOC, where he earns EM 35 0 per month; (b) 
loos of hls UPSWING salary of DM 200 per month; and ( 0 ) periodic payments 
of EM 100 from the ZCh/OUH/feAHDBBA SB (Security Service). F0»C O AND 
pPORKAIIGN: ABSAPKLTH/l is also cfloycd as s full-time clandes- 

tine reporter to UPSWING, (It Is noted that during the 26 July 1938 
meeting, AHCAPKLIN/l emphasised these potential losses and no assurance can 
be given that AECAFELIM/l will not become a potential morale problem be- 
cause of this loss of Income In the event of hls transfer.)
